CERTIFICATION

I, Delores Hardy, recording secretary for the Federal

Election Commission open meeting on Thursday, November 4,

1993, do hereby certify that the Commission decided by a

vote of 4-0 to direct the General Counsel's office to

circulate an alternative draft Advisory Opinion 1993-19,

indicating the following:

1. The campaign could solicit contributors
who hadn't either maxed out or given at
all to the Friends of John Glenn campaign.

2. The campaign could transfer funds from
any future 1998 Senate campaign so long as
those funds were not raised for the purpose
of deferring the 1984 Presidential debt.

3. The campaign could transfer any remaining
funds from the 1992 Senate campaign.
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4. Senator Glenn could make a personal
contribution to his 1984 campaign.

Commissioners Aikens, Elliott, McGarry, and Potter

voted affirmatively for the decision; Commissioner Thomas

recused himself from this matter and did not participate

in the discussion or voting. Commissioner McDonald was not

present.
